identified herself 
as

alter Hiss, a right hand m an for 
the late P resident 
Roosevelt 
at 
Yalta, began serving his term . The 
motion w ill be argued Feb. 4. 
A t both trials the governm ent 
cpntended Hiss used a battered old

copy

gave copies to Cham bers. 
T ypew riter Duplicated

hibit at both trials. 
It w as generally accepted there 
— as elsew here— that each ty p e­ 
w riter had unm istakable traits of 
its own. 
But Hiss’ motion yesterday said 
engineers had built him a special 
ty pew riter th at would type just 
like the old one.

C ham bers, his principal accuser, 
could som ehow have forged the 
docum ents.

Japan could not, at this stage, afford to 
outrage America, its late enemy and new 
found supporter. 
In the back of Japanese minds—if 
not 
farther 
forw ard—must certainly be the 
thought that this country will come to their 
aid in the event outside trade is insuffi­ 
cient to keep economic activity in the isl­ 
ands at a healthy level. 
These influences notwithstanding, Jap­ 
anese leaders must be given 
credit 
for 
boldly striking out on new paths fraught 
with much political peril. Formosa is not 
enough of a raw m aterials storehouse or a 
m arket to qualify as a full-fledged trade 
partner. 
For real growth Japan m ust look be­ 
yond to Southeast Asia. 
There, in Indo--China. Burm a. Siam, In­ 
donesia and India, lie the m aterials and the 
m arkets Japan must seek if it is to realize 
its trem endous industrial possibilities. 
Before World War II, Japan was making 
good headway in this very field. But atti­ 
tu d e and circumstances have changed. 
To m any Asiatics, the Japanese are now 
the great despoilers. 
There is not much 
evidence of their being welcomed 
with 
open arms. So the w artim e conquerors of 
Southeast Asia must sell that region on the 
idea that they have put m ilitarism and ar­ 
rogant self-interest behind them. 
Before they can regain old markets and 
expand them, they must convince the Asi­ 
atic world of their peaceful purposes.

offers for oil and mining shares in Canada.

(Sault Ste. Marie Evening News) 
The rapid growth of Sault Ste. Marie, 
Ontario, is a direct result of the expansion 
of the steel industry. Other concerns are 
real assets and they aid m aterially in the 
economy of the district but the Algoma 
Steel company is responsible largely for 
the fact that a population of 40,000 across 
the S t M ary’s river is reasonably predicted 
in the near future. 
The sixteenth annual report of Algoma 
Steel shows a net profit of over $5,700,000, 
a substantial increase over 1850. The com­ 
pany paid an income tax last year of $2,- 
559,974 and this year provision is made for 
a tax of a little more than $5,000,000 so 
this operation is doing a good share of 
helping the government of Canada. Wages 
for the year averaged $1.41 an hour and at 
present are $1.60 as compared with 45 Vi 
cents an hour in 1996 when 
Sir 
Jam es 
Dunn joined the company. 
We are glad to note the successful out­ 
come of the steel industry across the river. 
And it is highly pleasing to know that Al­ 
goma Steel plans an expansion of $40,- 
000,000, a program that should be finished 
by July, 1953.

Penicillin Often Conquers 
This Form of Heart Disease

Among the forms of heart disease on 
vhich great progress has been made in 
ecent years is a condition known as sub- 
icute bacterial endocarditis, 
s 
disease 
riiich 
was 
formerly 
almost 
invariably 
atal. 
In 
this 
disease the blood stream and 
ieart valves are invaded by germs known 
s streptococci. The growths or vegetations 
n the heart valves break off and are car­ 
ied by the blood to other parts of the 
>ody, setting up now infections. 
Endocarditis 
usually begins gradually. 
’he patient is likely to tire easily, there is 
ass of energy and an all-in feeling, and 
oss of pep. 
After a time there we likely to be chilly 
e la tio n s, unusual sweating, and slight 
ever. Sometimes muscle or joint pains and 
leadaehe are present. 
These 
symptoms 
nay appear alone or in various combina- 
ions. 
Until recently many treatm ents had been 
ried, but almost a’ways with disappom t- 
ng results. At first even the sulfa drugs 
md penicillin seemed disappointing. 
MOST PATIENTS RECOVER 
Now, however, most patients who de- 
elop acute bacterial endocarditis (provid­ 
'd that the disease Is diagnosed early) re- 
over if they are given large enough doses 
I penicillin over a long enough period of 
im#. 
Many of tho early failures with penicil­ 


lin seem to have been caused by lack of 
knowledge as to how. large an amount of 
the drug should be given and for how long 
a time. 
This experience is typical of any new 
drug, as it takes time before the best meth­ 
od of giving it and the dosage can be w ork­ 
ed out. 
Some problems *and difficulties still re­ 
main. The streptococci causing the infec­ 
tion are not all alike; that is. there are dif­ 
ferent strains. 
Some of these strains are more sensitive 
to the action of penicillin than others, and 
those which are rather resistant are much 
harder to eliminate from the body. 
Also, 
if the 
patient is treated at first 
without enough penicillin, 
the strain of 
streptococcus causing that particular in­ 
fection may become resistant to penicillin 
and therefore less likely 
to 
respond 
to 
treatm ent. 
Combinations 
of 
penicillin with other 
germ -attackm g 
substances are also used 
not infrequently. 
It is a real triumph that a terrible dis­ 
ease like subacute bacterial endocarditis, 
about which physicians formerly were so 
helpless, 
now can be cured in most in­ 
stances. The remaining difficulties are be­ 
ing gradually mastered and in all proba­ 
bility a still higher percentage of cures will 
be obtained in the future. 
It is tremendously important, of course, 
that diagnosis (which is not a lla y s easy) 
should be made early. 


Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Though Howard Mc­ 
Grath has talked his way out of resigning 
as attorney general, the Justice D epart­ 
ment has not moved regarding the unique 
fact that one of Frankie Costello's 
com­ 
panies has hired a U. S. attorney. 
The U. S. attorney is Lester Luther of 
Kansas, who became the resident agent for 
the Rean Oil Co., of Russell, Kan., owned 
by Larry Knohl, the tax fixer, and gambler 
Frankie Costello. 
Undoubtedly Luther got into the opera­ 
tion without knowing what the score was. 
He was asked by Knohl, before the latter 
made headlines, to organize an oil com­ 
pany in Kansas for him. And since U. S. 
attorneys are permitted to handle non-gov­ 
ernment m atters, he did so. Furthermore, 
he continued to serve as Kansas agent for 
the company even after Knohl’s name nd 
picture was headlined all over the nat. r 
as having tried to fix the Friedus tax case 
and for having arranged a $5,000 airplane 
commission for Lam ar Caudle. 
Last month, and only after the internal 
revenue collector in New York asked U. S. 
officials in Kansas to file tax liens against 
Knohl, did Luther say that he would re­ 
sign immediately. 
The justice department, 
when queried, 
said it know nothing about the matter. It 
would seem, however, that the Justice De­ 
partment would not only ask Luther to ex­ 
plain the matter, but also examine all oth­ 
er outside connections of all other U. S. 
attorneys. 
Note—Knohl and Costello own several 
oil leases in and around Rice County, Kan­ 
sas. Costello’s share in the deal nets him 
about $48,000 a year. 
SPLIT COMMAND 
One factor influencing the final Church- 
ill-Truman decision against a British naval 
commander for the Atlantic fleet was some 
of the split-command experiences in World 
War II, especially the battle of the Java 
Sea. 
There, Admiral Tommy Hart at first 
commanded the Allied fleet, but was re­ 
lieved following Dutch protests that while 
Hart maneuvered, the Japs built up their 
fleet. 
Replacing him, a Dutch admiral, 
Conrad E. L. Helfrich, took command. 
Under the Dutchman were Rear Adm. 
William Glassford, U. S. N., 
Rear Adm. 
Francis Palliser commanding British units, 
and Rear Adm. Karel Doorman, who com­ 
manded at sea. 
However, Admiral Doorman, a heroic of­ 
ficer, was not experienced in commanding 
a large fleet; so when the Exeter, struck in 
the engine room, was forced out of line, 
Doorman turned out of line with her. This 
was the signal for every other ship to turn 
out of line, after which there was no unity 
of action. 
Dutch, British and U. S. warships scat­ 
tered, became the prey of bands of Jap 
destroyers. It was a tragic defeat. 
After the battle, British Admiral Pal­ 
liser announced he was withdrawing all 
British units immediately. 
“But,” 
remonstrated Admiral Helfrich, 
“your orders were to serve under me.” 
“My orders,” 
replied the British com­ 
mander, “are to serve under you until the 
situation becomes hopeless.” 
“And what do you propose to do, Ad­ 
miral Glassford?” Helfrich asked. 
“I remain at your service,” replied the 
American. 
This and other waitim e experiences have 
made the admirals extremely leery of for­ 
eign naval commanders. 
TIME COULD BE SAVED 
“Iron C urtain” Congressman Heller of 
Brooklyn refuses to let the Senate know 
about his committee’s probe of the Secur­ 
ities and Exchange Commission. 
Heller 
doesn’t seem to realize that the House and 
Senate are not like West Europe and Rus­ 
sia; that time is the most precious thing 
Congress has; and that the “Iron Curtain” 
he has rung down between the House and 
Senate over the mere exchange of inform­ 
ation will cost the Senate’s Fulbright Com­ 
mittee thousands of dollars in time that 
could have been saved. 
MAKING DEMOCRACY LIVE 
Col. Francis Gabreski and the Oil City 
newspapers are adopting 300 Korean or­ 
phans at Yang Joo Chainan. . .

MATTERS OF PRONUNCIATION 
If “unique” and “oblique” are pronounc­ 
ed 
"yu-NEEK”

Much depends upon the manner in which 
the new word is introduced.

ed the word “premier” as part of its name. 
This was an unfamiliar word to those sidl­ 
ing and those using the machine; so, thougn 
w’ell informed Americans had long been 
giving it three syllables and accenting the 
lust, thus rhyming the word with "dream­ 
ier,’' as it is still preferably pronounced, 
the new users of the word, looking at tin* 
spelling, thought “premier” rhymed with

Citizen — ‘Communist’ — Counterspy

The F. B. I. Undercover Agent Gets Busy Helping Reds, 


And Is Forced to Confess His True Role to His Wife 


‘Grubbing’ for the Reds Near 
Boston 
A 10-cent initiation fee made 
me a member of the Young Com­ 
m unist League, a bargain rate to 
buy my way in as a Communist— 
and a jgovernment counterspy. 
I was impelled to discover, if I 
could, why a mere political party, 
claiming to foster social improve­ 
ment 
and 
the 
public 
welfare, 
claiming that its aim was to im­ 
pose its will upon the people 
within the framework of a strong 
constitutional government, should 
find it 
necessary 
to 
cloak 
its 
movements in secrecy and decep­ 
tion. 
A rthur Solomon summed up the 
source of my curiosity when he 
c’alled at my apartm ent to receive 
my reply to his invitation. 
“Naturally, your 
membership 
will not be known publicly,” he 
•aid. 
“You needn’t be afraid of 
that.” 
I pounded out a full report of 
the conversation 
together 
with 
gome of my impressions to Harold 
Leary, A few days later I received 
a telephone call. 
“Hello Mr. Philbrick. 
This is 
Miss Grose, Toni.” 
I had not seen or heard from 
her since the illfated days of the 
Cambridge Youth Council. 
• 
Charming Inquisitor 
We met at the W aldorf Restau­ 
ran t in Cambridge just across the 
Hquare from Harvard College and 
in the same block as Toni’s Stu­ 
dent Union office. 
“I’m glad to 
hear that you have joined the 
League,” she said in her husky 
voice. 
I glanced at her quickly. 
She 
was looking at me hard but with a 
•mile. 
I took off my glasses in 
a gesture which I suddenly realiz­ 
ed was a habitual one whenever I 
wanted to hide an expression that 
might be revealing. 
Because I 
had observed Toni’s close associa­ 
tion with the Cambridge Youth 
Council and those who subverted 
it, I had long suspected that she 
might be a Communist. 
But I 
had no proof and now the subject 
was like static in the air. 
“I’m very proud to be invited,” 
I said finding my lost voice. “Ifs 
• fine thing.” 
“I know,” she said. 
“I didn’t realize that you were 
. . . ” I ventured cautiously. She 
Hashed her charming smile. 
“The League is very strong. You 
would be surprised to know who 
•ome of the' people are.” 
She 
fired 
questions 
at • me 
•carcely pausing for replies, in the 
m anner of an inquisitor — ques­ 
tions about my political views and 
even my private life, 
some 
of 
which .I hesitated to answer until 
I realized that she probably knew 
the answers to them anyway. 
I 
had an unpleasant sensation that 
she was trying deliberately to trip 
me up. 
CommuniKt Literature 
“You have been interested in 
pacifism. 
Do you believe there 
k such a thing as a just w ar?” 
My . lack of understanding of 
M arxist philosophy crossed me up. 
“Well,” I replied, thinking myself 
on firm ground, “of course I be­ 
lieve in this war. Once a war has 
been brought to us there is only 
one 
course to follow and 
that is 
to 
win it as soon as possible. 
Pacifism is valid until w ar is de­ 
clared, and in this case we were 
attacked. 
But generally I have 
always thought that war was out­ 
moded and that a civilized world 
should certainly bo able to dis­ 
cover peaceful methods to settle 
its disputes.” 
When I filed my report later to 
the Bureau, for the 
first time I 
felt 
uneasy about my F. B. I. con­ 
nection. 
Where there were spies 
I was vaguely aware that there 
might be counterspies. 
The first meeting of my League 
cell was held at my apartment, 
213 Banks St., in April, 1942. Art 
Solomon came, and Joy, the girl 
who delivered my Sunday “Work­ 
er.” 
Party names were used in 
Introductions—“Boa . . . Dottle . . 
Alma . . . Dave . . . Betty . . . this 
is Herb." 
Quantities of Communist liter­ 
ature were carried in and display­ 
ed on top of the cedar chest in 
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our living room. 
We were given 
a little pep talk and urged to buy 
as much as we could for prices 
ranging from one to twenty-five 
cents. 
Never Pacifist 
I learned that I had betrayed to 
Toni Grose a serious Marxist de­ 
fect when I said that wars were 
outmoded and that there should 
be peaceful means for resolving 
international 
disputes. 
In 
the 
Marxist view, wars are necessary. 
There are two kinds of wars, the 
discussion leader explained, “just” 
and “unjust” ware. 
Communism 
is opposed only to wars of con­ 
quest, im perialist wars, and those 
the Communists must attempt to 
convert into civil wars. 
To illustrade and prove a point 
made during the discussion, the 
group received as a “textbook” a 
pamphlet entitled 
“Know 
Your 
Enemy — Japan.” 
I expected to 
find it labeled “Communist party,” 
but was surprised and mildly cur­ 
ious when I noted that the imprint 
on the pam phlet was the “Insti­ 
tute of Pacific Relations, 129 E. 
52d St., New York.” 
“But isn’t the Communist party 
ever pacifist?” I asked with a 
show of naivete. 
“No,” came the response from 
one of the group. 
“Marxism re­ 
futes pacifism. 
They ape incom­ 
patible.” 
One of my initial “grubbing” 
tasks was that old workhorse of 
Communist action, 
the 
petition, 
this one in behalf of the release 
of Earl Browder, the party’s na­ 
tional chairman, from 
his 
jail 
term on passport fraud. 
Browder Freed 
We blanketed Cambridge with 
the petitions. 
I canvassed busi­ 
ness houses, rang doorbells, soli­ 
cited signatures on street corners. 
We played upon the argument that 
Browder had been “railroaded” 
on a charge that had never been 
used before for prosecution of a 
case, and we met with an amaz­ 
ing response. 
Thirty - thousand 
signatures were obtained in Cam­ 
bridge alone, more than one-quar­ 
ter of the total population. 
It 
helped to bring results. 
“In the 
interest of national unity” Brow­ 
der was given his liberty by Pre­ 
sident Roosevelt on May 16, 1942. 
There was one meeting of a 
youth group in Cambridge — a 
non-Communist group, I under­ 
stood—which brought 
me 
into 
contact with a girl I knew only 
as Margot, the sister of Joy, my, 
“Worker” peddler and a member 
of my League cell. 
Joy was not 
present and I did not know wheth­ 


er Margot shared her sister’s en­ 
thusiasm for Communism. 
The 
connection put me on the alert, 
although I had no positive link 
between Margot and the Commun­ 
ist movement. 
“Those damned Communists,” 
Margot suddenly blurted so that 
every one could hear her. 
Some 
one in the room snickered approv­ 
ingly, but a danger signal went 
up in my mind. 
Could it be that 
she was anti-Communist, with a 
hatred of her sister’s affiliations? 
Or, I thought, was it possible that 
Margot was also a League or even 
a party member who knew that I 
had joined? 
Was it possible that 
she suspected my true role and 
was she trying to make me reveal 
it? 
Communists Everywhere 
Discreet inquiry revealed that 
Margot’s name was Margot Clark, 
and that she had been for some 
time in charge of a Communist- 
sponsored bookshop in Harvard 
Square. 
Furtherm ore she attend­ 
ed meetings of a Communist cell 
in Cambridge. 
When I confirm­ 
ed my suspicions 
and 
realized 
that, in fact, a trap had been set 
for me, I began to distrust my im ­ 
agination and I saw Communists 
everywhere I turned, spying on 
me. 
I grew suspicious because I 
noticed the same loiterers from 
day to day on the same street cor­ 
ners near my home or office. 
I 
began 
taking 
devious 
zig-zag 
routes to and from work and I 
thought I encountered some of the 
same faces every day. 
I took it up with F. B. I. agent 
Hal Leary at our rendezvous. He 
laughed. “Don’t worry about it,” 
he said and then immediately be­ 
came thoughful. 
“Could be that 
some of it is your imagination. 
But if situations come about, or 
if there are any activities along 
those lines, anything out of the 
ordinary, we want to know about 
them . . . It might be special treat­ 
ment.” 
For the first time, I was or­ 
dered to report to the Young Com­ 
munist League’s Cambridge head­ 
quarters at 75 Magazine St., right 
around the corner from my apart­ 
ment. The place was identified to 
me as the apartm ent of Larry and 
Toni Locke, names I had never 
encountered. When I reached the 
apartm ent to accept my assign­ 
ment. who should open the door 
but npy blonde friend from Har­ 
vard, Toni Grose. 
Another Front Group 
I was interrupted by a League 
worker who handed me a letter 
drawn on th£ stationery of the 
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Boston branch of the Russian War 
Relief Committee. 
Down the left 
side almost the entire length of 
the paper were listed as usual the 
names of the committee officers 
and sponsors. 
Most of them, as 
usual, were well known persons, 
locally $s well as nationally. 
I 
remember 
that 
the 
honorary 
chairman was the late Dr. Serge 
Koussevitski. The local chairman 
was Dr. Hugh Cabot. 
I was told to call on Mrs. George 
Faxon, the executive secretary of 
the Boston committee, at 123 New­ 
bury St. and I was given a letter 
of introduction. 
It 
was 
doubly 
strange to me that the letterhead 
of Russian War Relief carried the 
Newbury St. address as its head­ 
quarters, 
and 
yet 
there 
was 
enough 
stationery 
here 
in 
the 
Young Communist League office 
to take care of a large volume of 
work. 
The letter itself was an auth­ 
orization to me as the bearer to 
act as an official solicitor for Rus­ 
sian War Relief. 
Another front! 
Tailor made in the mill of the 
Young 
Communist 
League! 
To 
heighten these mysterious shen­ 
anigans still further, the letter was 
signed “Alice 
Mills,” 
my 
old 
friend and tutor from the Massa­ 
chusetts Youth Council. 
I was given a container and sent 
out to join the Russian War Relief 
canvassers 
in 
Cambridge. 
We 
worked from building to building, 
visiting stores, taverns, restaur­ 
ants and homes. For every evening 
or week-end day I devoted to the 
work I brought $5 to $10 back to 
the Young 
Communist 
League 
headquarters. 
Cautious Protection 
My diligence quickly began to 
pay off. 
I was instructed to at­ 
tend the state 
meeting 
of 
the 
Young Communist League, held on 
a beautiful day at a youth hostel 
at Kendall Green, Weston, Mass. 
I saw Joy Clark, now at work 
in a w ar plant; Toni Grose, or 


“Locke,” Sid Solomon in uniform, 
and Nathaniel Mills, who offered 
a “w in-the-w ar” skit which he 
had written. 
I met Alice Gordon, 
the state chairman of the Young 
Communist League, and an im­ 
portant “Comrade Bob” who was 
otherwise unidentified. 
Sid told 
me that A rthur was in the Army 
and had tried for officer training 
but failed. 
'T he problem of communicating 
with the F. B. I. was the one chink 
in the armor which, guarded mc 
from detection as a counterspy. 
My activities within 
the 
party 
were permitted to progress in a 
perfectly normal m anner entirely 
at the instigation of the Commun­ 
ist hierarchy. All orders and sug­ 
gestions came from 
them, 
and 
never did the bureau direct mc 
to maneuver myself into position. 
The F. B. I. checked courses of 
action laid out’ by the Commun­ 
ists, but Leary did not want me 
to appear over-anxious. This was 
protection in itself. 
But the com­ 
munications problem worried me 
until I learned how it worked. The 
bureau established an elaborate 
set of precautions against detec­ 
tion. 
Just how we worked must 
remain a secret. 
But the system 
was planned in exquisite detail, 
changed frequently enough to add 
to the deception, and was provid­ 
ed with elaborate checks and cross 
checks to test its vulnerability. 
Eva Is Dismayed 
One warm day I arrived at the 
apartm ent in late afternoon to 
find the living room intolerably 
hot and a faint odor of smoke in 
the air. 
At length my glance fell on the 
little wood stove in the center of 
the living room. 
I felt its steel 
belly. It was still warm. I raised 
the lid with the lifter and peered 
inside at a pile of charred papers 
burned to layers of ashes. 
I ex­ 
amined my desk and found my 
records were gone. 
When Eva came home, I con­ 


fronted her. 
“Herb, I will not have that junk 
in the house! 
If you must carry 
on this way, all right, but I don’t 
see why you have to bring that 
trash home with you. Mother has 
seen them, and we’ve talked about 
it, and Mother is worried to death 
about you. 
What can I tell her? 
I don’t, even know what you’re up 
to, or if I do it sounds pretty funny 
to mc.” 
I went to Hal about the prob­ 
lem. 
“You better explain to her,” he 
said. “You can tell her, just in 
general, of course, that you are 
working with the government and 
i how and why.”

WASHINGTON — 
— Lum- 
bet state congressmen have pro­ 
tested the timing by the Office of 
Price Stabilization of its ordet 
putting

ceilings on pulp­ 
wood. 
The ceilings, setting maximum 
prices of $13 to $30 a cord on vari­ 
ous types of pulpwood, went into 
effect Dec. 24. 
“This was right in the middle of 
the season after contracts already 
had been made on the basis of 
pre-ceiling costs,” Rep. Potter (R- 
Mich) said yesterday at a meeting 
in his office. 
Rep. Bennett 
(R-Mich) 
said 
“hundreds of small pulpwood op­ 
erators in my district are threat­ 
ened with bankruptcy because of 
this saltation.” 
Reps. Blatnik (D-M inn). Don- 
dero (R-M ich) and O’Konski (R- 
Wis) and Oliver Dompierre, aide 
to Senator 
Ferguson 
(R-M ich), 
made similar complaints at the 
session attended by two OPS of­ 
ficials.

for conspiracy to obstruct justice. 
They were charged with attem p t­ 
ing to blibe or intimidate Monaco. 
Brothers Fired 
Two of M oretti’s brothers were 
removed from their public 
jobs, 
one as a park policeman, the oth­ 
er as a court officer, when they 
refused to waive immunity 
and 
testify before the grand jury. 
During the second trial the spe­ 
cial prosecutors were involved in 
a side-court issue in connection 
with hotel bills of Monaco 
who 
has been in protective 
custody 
since the shooting. 
Eight police­ 
men had been assigned to guard 
him. 
Only a few days ago Mon­ 
aco was taken from a loop (Con­ 
rad Hilton) hotel to his home. 
Monaco was not present at the 
reading 
of 
the 
jury ’s 
verdict. 
Later he met Special Prosecutor 
Richard B. Austin in the criminal 
court building and told him: “I’m 
glad to see justice done.”
